Meat rationing, coupled with a 
tight fats and vegetable oil supply 
situation, is believed lik ely to re ­ 
sult in a civilian dem and for but­ 
ter and cheese that is above nor­ 
mal. 
Should this occur, it might 
become necessary, officials said, 
to allocate supplies of these two 
k inds of dairy p roducts by areas 
and by periods to assure a uni­ 
form and equitable supply.

It is there­ 
fore good sense from a nutritional 
standpoint to cook potatoes with 
the skins on or when peeling do 
not peel too de'ep. If the familiar 
army picture of the K. P. peeling 
potatoes is anywhere near accu­ 
rate the army is not using its po­ 
tato«? in the most economic and 
scientific manner 
The skin of the potato, anyway, 
like most fruit skins, contains 
more of the vitamins and minerals 
than the meat, and when you 
throw away the skin you are 
throwing away the best part. 


Cooking Potatoes 
in the time required for boiling, 
some of the mineral matter and 
protein are lost unless the potatoes 
are boiled in the skin. The water 
should be boiling when the po­ 
tatoes are put into it and the boil­ 
ing should not be interrupted even 
for a minute until the* potatoes 
are cooked. 
Baking is the best way to cook 
a potato. As soon as the baked 
potato is cooked, a fork should be 
thrust through the skin in order 
to let the enclosed steam escape: 
otherwise they become soggy at 
once. 
Potato chips have a reputation 
for being indigestibl«*, but in re­ 
ality they are not. Perhaps their 
reputation comes from the exces­ 
sive amounts you are likely to eat 
if you get started. They take up 
moisture in the stomach and this 
leads to dilatation of the stomach. 
But it is temporary and not ae- 
nous. 


In dietetic planning for the in­ 
valid mashed potatoes are splen­ 
didly adapted for the patient with 
ulcer or acid indigestion. 
They 
do not irritate this delicate organ­ 
ism at all, and a small amount of 
them gives a great deal of nour­ 
ishment. 
Test ing 
In buying, on«1 should select po­ 
tatoes that feel iirm and hard. The 
pulp should be yellowish-white. 
Commercial buyers use the follow­ 
ing tost: cut the potato and rub 
the pieces together. A white froth 
will appear round the edges. The 
more froth the better the potatoes. 
Green color in potatoes indicates 
that they have grown too near the 
surface of the ground, and that 
the sun has affected them in such 
a way as to render them practical­ 
ly unfit for use. 
"N ew potatoes” which appear 
on the market in the late winter 
and early spring are not neces­ 
sarily superior to mature potatoes. 
Unscrupulous dealers offer these 
as great delicacies, but they may 
b«‘ nothing more than unripened 
potatoes of inferior quality. They 
may be tested in the same way as 
any other potato by rubbing the 
cut edges together. 
"N o country ever had scurvy 
where there was a plentiful supply 
of potatoes.” writes a great nu­ 
tritionist. 
So let’s keep all our 
potatoes at home, in case of a dire 
emergency.
